REPORT 


OF 


TRUSTEES OF CEMETERIES. 


THE Trustees of Cemeteries herewith submit their Annual Re- 
port. ‘The past year has been one of marked changes among us; 
an unusual number of our elderly citizens have exchanged this 
life for that beyond. Prominent among this number has been our 
valued associate on this Board, Mr. Isaac Coburn, who died Feb- 
ruary 7th, 1879. Mr. Coburn has been one of the leading men 
among us, and has been identified with all that has concerned the 
highest interests of the Town. He has been called to fill many 
of its most important offices, the duties of which he has always 
discharged with entire faithfulness to the Town and with honor to 
himself. He was chosen one of the Trustees of Cemeteries April. 
4th, 1864, and held the office to the time of his death. He 
always manifested a deep interest in our Cemeteries, and much of 
their present neatness and order is largely owing to his sound 
judgment and practical good sense. He was quick to see and 
prompt to execute every plan and purpose which seemed to 
promise good to his fellow townsmen. But his labors are ended, 
and all that was mortal now quietly rests in a place which his own 
hands helped to prepare and beautify. 

The work of improvement has been continued in all of the 
Cemeteries during the year. ‘The amount expended on each one 
will appear in the items appended below. 

The avenue leading to Linwood Cemetery has been graded and 
crowned, and thereby much improved. ‘There has been additional 
cost in keeping the same in repair, owing to the heavy rains which 
fell during the summer. At the entrance of the Cemetery a 
large amount of gravel was washed out of the avenue, which has 
been repaired. 
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Within the Cemetery rocks have been blasted and removed to 
the southerly side of the main entrance on the avenue, where a 
substantial wall has been commenced to complete the entire en- 
closure of the lot. A portion of land on the top of: the hill has 
been graded, the stumps and rocks having been removed, and is 
now ready to be divided into lots as they may be selected. 
Another portion, on the south side of the Cemetery, has been 
ploughed and harrowed, the rocks and stumps removed, and is 
now in course of Pept a aE for improvements during the com- _ 
ing year. 

‘We think it will be best for the Town to continue these im- 
provements, year by year, making a small appropriation, as it 
may be needed, and which added to the come from the sale of 
lots and wood, will enable the Trustees to complete their plans» as 
originally contemplated. Believing that such a course would give 
better satisfaction to the citizens of the Town; we, therefore, 
recommend that the sum of $200, in addition to the unexpended 
balance now on hand, be granted for the improvement of the 
Cemeteries in Town.

REPORT 


OF THE 


LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


‘Tne transactions of the year are reported by the Librarian as 
follows. Number of books in Library 4761. Number purchased 
2138 (six of which were renewals). Number presented 27. Whole 
number added 234. Number bound 46—repaired 171. Whole 
number taken out during the year 7434. Number of books taken 
out in two weeks, 351, of which 77 were Juveniles, 180 Fiction, 
144 were what would be called solid reading. Donations of books 
and pamphlets have been received from the following parties: 
Hon. C. L. Flint, Hon. W. Claflin, Mrs. C. J. Paine, Mrs. D. 8. 
Lamson, Miss Lizzie 8. Coburn, Cobden Club, London, United 
States Bureau of Hducation, Mass. State Board of Health, Har- 
vard College Library, Boston Public Library, and the American 
Unitarian Association. For financial exhibit, see Treasurer’s 
Report. ae 

The general condition of the Library is good, and the interest 
in it has not decreased. It will be seen that books have been 
taken out, in about the usual proportions, from the different de- 
partments, with a slight gain in favor of solid reading. 

Our Library contains, as do most well-ordered libraries, a 
number of duplicates, z.e., different works treating upon the same 
subject. It often happens that a book stands high im public favor 
for a time, which in-a few years may be thrown aside and for- 
gotten ; either because it has been superseded by some later work 
which is considered better, or because its popularity was owing to 
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some caprice of the moment, and it has had its run; or again, 
Opinions may.change as to what is the best reading. 

Our Catalogue contains the titles of quite a number of books, 
_ which are not now in circulation. When books are worn past 
rebinding, they are not often replaced unless they are thought to 
be as good or better than later works of the same class. Some 
Juveniles, which are often called for, have been allowed to drop 
out in this way; they belong to a class of books which were 
readily taken, if not eagerly sought, by most libraries a few years 
ago, but are now often rejected on account of their unreal char- 
acter and over-exciting tendencies. Among this class are some 
of Oliver Optic’s works. More or less books are added every 
year that probably will be considered of little or no value, 
This is quite unavoidable, if an effort is made to meet, to Aid 
considerable extent, the public demand for fresh reading. Any 
endeavor, therefore, to perfect the Library, must require a con- 
’ stant eliminating process; and it is highly probable that even 
then, with the exercise of the utmost care on the part of your 
Committee, it will always contain some books which would not 
be universally approved. 

We have endeavored to spend the money placed at our dis- 
posal to good advantage; the appended Catalogue will enable 
people to judge for themselves how well we have succeeded.
